While the senate was passing these 
measures along the lower branch was 
in the throes of debate over the eight- 
hour bill sponsored by Representatives 
Ross of New Bedford and McEtrick ot 
Boston.

decides the license may be renewed | 
but the abutter has his right of appeal 

o the court. 

r Debate was resumed in the house on 


the “abutters” bill immediately after 
the reading of the calendar. Mr. Ames 
of Easton offered two perfecting 


amendments, one of which struck out 
the phrase providing for the payment 
or the ‘necessary expenses,” of court 
proceedings by cities and towns, and 
substituting the words “his court fees 
and costs.”’ This is in case the objec- 
tions of an abutter after two years are 
sustained by the court. 

Mr. Soliday of Dedham, in opposition 
to the bill, said no reason had been 
given to justify the passage of the 
bill. He said that the law had sur- 
rounded the liquor business with un- 
usual restrictions and hazardous con- 
ditions, the law recognizing that the 
business placed a burden on adjacent 

erty. 

Oe, ook of Boston asserted that the 
bill was brought to correct a prevail- 
ing evil of blackmail. He criticised 
the action of the “prohibition mem- 
bers of the house going on record in 
favor of the “millionaire rum-seller

honest objector. 

Mr. Ward of Buckland spoke in op- 
position, claiming the legislature” had 
no right to abridge the right. of the 
property owner to object to a saloon 
being next his property.

He said that he could cite specific 
cases of blackmail undef the old law, 
and called particular attention of the 
members to the fact that there was a 
certain dealer in Boston who was 
obliged to buy an adjoining piece, of 
real estate at an exorbitant figure, and 
this after he had been in business for 
several years.

LEGAL-CRIMINAL 


Supreme Court Aids Caleb Powers. 
A fourth trial in the courts of Ken- 
tucky for Caleb Powers on the charge 
of complicity in the murder of Goebel 
is the decision of the United States su- 
preme court. Nevertheless the charac- 
ter of the dect- 
sion is distinct- 
‘ly’ encouraging 
to this accused 
Kentuckian, 
who has spent 
seven years in 
jail and must 
now face a 
fourth trial in 
a hostile court. 
The decision 
points the way 
to an appeal to 
the supreme 
court from any 
unjust decision 
‘In Kentucky. 
Commenting on 
the Kentucky 
trials, Justice 
.Harlan says 
that they make an exhibit of miscon- 
duct which may well shock lovers of 
justice. It was in 1899 that Powers 
was elected secretary of state for 
Kentucky on the Republican ticket. 
When Goebel, the contesting candidate 
for governor, was shot in front of the 
capitol at Lexington Governor Elect 
Taylor, who left the state after the 
killing, has-never returned... Powers 
was not in Lexington at the time of the 
assassination. 
Trusts Must Tell Secrets. 

That the government of the United 
States under the constitution has com- 
plete power over the greet modern cor+ 
porations known as trusts and that 
their officials may be compelled to an- 
swer any and _all questions concerning 
trust methods ts in brief the opinion 
rendered by the highest judicial tribu- 
nal, the supreme court at Washington. 

Two cases were involved, the first be- 
ing that against the Tobacco trust, 
whose agents and officers had refused 
to answer questions before a grand 
jury, and the second against the paper 
trust, “whose ‘officers ‘refused to: show 
books and answer questions before the 
government exaininer. This decision 
is expected to give-instant vitality to 
all of the antitrust laws that have been 
enacted and to enable ‘the department 
of justice to, obtain all the evidence it

needs in the énforcement of the laws. 


The-court holds that corporations, be- 
ing creations of the law, have no im- 
munity under the constitution. As indi- 
viduals the officers may claim immuni- 
ty if their testimony tends to inerimi- 
nate, but their testimony may be used 
against any of their associates who are 
not compelled to testify. Corporations 
retain their rights only so long as their 
acts are lawful. Thus the beef packers, 
regardless of promises. from Garfield, 
ean be taken before a grand jury and 
compelled to disclose their secrets, 
while the Rockefellers and Rogerses 
must unbosom themselves as to oil 
trust affairs on demand of the courts. 
Prosecutions will be radically changed. 
The power of supervision belongs to 
the creator of the corporation, whether 
state or nation. 


Chicago Traction Victory. 

The city of Chicago may now go 
ahead and revoke the franchises to 
every traction line within its limits 
and force the companies to reasonable 
terms of sale on the decision ren- 
dered by the United States supreme 
court. The acts of the Illinois legisla- 
ture in extending the life of the char- 
ters of street railway ‘companies to 
ninety-nine years are sustained, but 
not the contention of the companies 
that contract rights are also extended 
to the charter limits. The court holds 
that the companies should receive only 
such grants as the city might give. 
Mann of Town Topics Indicted.

President Moyer, Secretary Haywood 
and G. A. Pettibone of the Western 
Federation of Miners, who were taken 
summarily from Colorado to Idaho on 
a charge of complicity in the murder 
of ex-Governor Steunenberg of Idaho 
last December, have been promptly in- 
dicted and steps taken for a prompt 
trial. In the meantime, however, west- 
ern labor and Socialist leaders have be- 
gun accumulating a fund for the de- 
fense of the accused men, and Clarence 
Darrow of Chicago has been retained 
to defend them. The plea of habeas 
corpus was made before the state su- 
preme court, but on motion of the state 
the court struck from the answers of 
the federation leaders all reference te 
the arrest of the accused men in Den- 
ver and of their removal to Idaho and 
all portions referring to the attempted 
This means that the meh 
fust stand trial on the direct charge 
of murder.

Tillman Replies to President. 

Sarcastically, Senator Tillman of Soutt 
Carolina replied to.the president’s mes- 
sage criticising the coal and oil resolu. 
tion. He thought that the resolution 
was in reality an amendment to the 
interstate ecommerce law and that on 
this account sufficient power existed 
for the summoning of witnesses and 
the securing of testimony. Neverthe- 
less both houses passed the Townsend 
resolution to perfect the investigation. 
The $50,000 appropriation was omitted 
with the understanding that an appro- 
priation would be made to cover al} 
expenses when the commission should 
make its statement. 

Upon presenting the committee re- 
port.on the Hepburn rate bill Tillman 
predicted political death for any legis- 
lator who should stand in the way of 
some adequate railroad rate measure 
and characterized the railroads as “a 
band of plunderers.” He said the pro- 
posed legislation was essentially non- 
partisan, and he thought it possible so 
to amend it as to prevent the lower 
courts ‘from interfering with the com- 
mission’s decrees. He characterized the 
present struggle as one between man 
and money and wanted to see the wa- 
tef squeezed out of the stocks in order 
to determine what should be fair re- 
muneration. pw 

By common consent the most bril- 
liant effort jn favor of the bill was thet 
of Senator Rayner {Dem., Md.),. His 
contention was that congress has the 
power to so limit the jurisdiction of the 
courts that no restraining order can 
set aside the rates fixed by the com- 
migsion, and that only upon one propo- 
sition should the railroad have the right 
to. invoke court aid—namely, on the 
pled that it had not been allowed: just- 
compensation for service rendered. The 
senate was electrified by his eloquence 
and pleased with his reonenstuinow:

The same view was taken 
by Senator Nelson of Minnesota. who 
is in favor of the rate bill. 


Statehood Fight Over Again. 

Speaker Cannon made it known that 
the house majority would fight the sen- 
ate to a finish on the statehood Dill, 
which was sent back with the provi- 
sion for the admission of Arizona and 
New Mexico cut out. His position was 
that the prestige of the lower house of 
congress was involved and that its | 
will must prevail. The original oppo- 
nents of the statehood bill in the house, 
under the leadership of Babcock of | 
Wisconsin, renewed the fight by advo- 
cating the admission of Oklahoma and | 
Indian Territory regardless of the Ari- 
zona problem.

Consumptives Must Register. 

The president has issued an order 
directing the registration of every em- 
ployee of the government known to be- 
consumptive and the examination of 
all suspected of having the disease. 
All buildings are to be made sanitary 
by cleansing or by structural changes. 
The order is believed to affect 25,000 
employees.

Parker to Mississippians. 

Alton B. Parker of New York, the last 
Democratic presidential candidate, ad- 
dressed the members of the Mississip- 
pi legislature at Jackson, speaking es- 
pecially on business and political mo- 
rality. Referring to the exposures of 
the past year, he asked what wonder 
when we have been “binding our man- 
ufucturers as apprentices to monopo- 
ly.” He insisted that the criminals of 
high finance should be convicted and 
punished and that it would not be pos- 
sible in New York to draw a grand 
jury which would’ not:indict these men 
for at least two of the most serious 
crimes known to the law.

One of the judges consented, and ip 
consequence the city lost $173,000. by 
compromise. The committee uncov- 
ered extensive graft in the purchase 
of turnpikes for the county. 


Senators by Popular Vote. 

The Iowa assembly has passed with 
little opposition the resolution embody- 
ing Governor Cummins’..plan for a na- 
tional convention of delegates appoint- 
ed by state governors to set on foot a 
movement to force a call of a consti- 
tutional convention to bring about the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote. Six more states must join 
in the demand before congress can be 
forced to act. 


More of Maine Democratic. 

In the local town elections of Maine 
the lead of the Democrats was_in- 
creased by their capture of Augusta, 
the state capital, which has been Re- 
publican every. year except one since 
its foundation. The Democratic may- 
or of Bangor was returned with an in- 
creased majority. 

Direct Primaries For Ohio. 

Despite the opposition of the machine 
faction of both parties the Ohio house 
of representatives passed the bill pro- 
viding for direct party primaries in the 
choice of all candidates up to congres- 
sional and that all primaries shall be 
held on the same day. The same body 
passed the bill raising the Dow tax on 
saloons from $350 to $1,000.

_A writer has said: ‘A person of educa- 
tion and general intelligence can offer no 
valid excuse for not knowing where to 
look for Sirius, or Aldebaran, or the 
Orion Nebula, or the planet Jupiter.’ 
he accompanying diagram is intended 
to aid in finding these objects. The dia- 
gram should be constantly consulted 
when seeking to locate these objects in 
the sky. 


> The words underlined on the diagram 
are names of constellations. When using 
the diagram face the south, and hold the 
diagram above the head. 


In studying the constellatiots it is 
Perhaps best to begin with “the dipper” 
in the “Great Bear,” but we will 
begin with the constellation Orion. At 
Seven o'clock in the evening Orion is 
ow seen alittle west of south; it is a 
familiar object to almost every one, 
Betelgeuze, Bellatrix, Rigel, and Kappa, 
are the brightest stars in it, and are at the 
angles of a four-sided figure.

one is Theta, and the great nebula of 
Orion surrounds it; this nebula can be 
seen with an opera glass, or with the 
naked eye by a person of good eyesight. 
Jupiter is now near the Pleiades, a little 
west of a line joining the Pleiades and 
Aldebaran; Jupiter is now moving from 
west to east (direct motion) through 
Taurus and will be in that constellation 
for about a year; it will then be seen for 
nearly a year in Gemini; Jupiter will be 
in opposition (rising when the sun sets) 
December 28th; and for some time both 
before and after that date its motion 
will be from east to west (retrograde) ; 
this retrograde motion is only apparent, 
and is due'to,the more rapid, direct mo- 
tion of the earth. 

Orion is the most resplendent constel- 
lation in the heavens, and is surrounded 
by stars of great brilliancy; Aldebaran, 
Capella, Castor, Pollux, Procyon, Sirius 
and Rigel are arranged in nearly a circu- 
lar ferm around Betelgeuze, which is 
not far from the center of the circle. 

The. point where the ecliptic crosses 
the equinoctial from south to north is 
called the Vernal Equinox (shown at the 
right onthe diagram); the sun crossed 
the equinoctial at this pojpt. March 21st, 
and spring’ began; the sun will now 
move along the ecliptic through Pisces, 
Aries, and Taurus passing by . Jupiter 
and the Pleiades and reaching Gemini 
June 22nd, and summer will begin; it 


so-called Dog Days will begin; at that 
time Sirius (the Dog Star) will rise and 
set with the sun. The vernal equinox is 
in constant use by astronomers, it is the 
point from which right ascension is 
reckoned. 

The positions of three interesting ob- 
jects are shown on the diagram, the 
Praesepe (or Bee Hive), the star-cluster 
of Perseus, and the nebula of Andro- 
meda; these areall visible to the unaided 
eye and have a nebulous appearance, 
but when viewed by an opera glass the 
Bee Hive is resolved into a star-cluster 
and the star-cluster of Perseus into a 
double star-cluster; the nebula of An- 
dromeda has a. nebulous appearance even 
when examined with the most powertul 
telescope. 

Carlyle thus complained: “Why did 
not somebody teach me the Constella- 
tions, and make me at home in the starry 
heavens, which are always overhead, and 
which I don’t half know to this day?” 
but with painstaking a person can be- 
come familiar with the .constellations 
without a teacher; all the aid that is 
absolutely needed is given by Whittak- 
er’s Planisphere which costs less than a 
dollar. 

An acquaintance with the twelve' 
zodiacal constellations is necessary if one 
wishes to follow the sun, moon, and 
planets in their courses among the stars. .

The Temperance Issue Again 


Editor-Andover Townsman: 


My dear Sir, I am grateful for the 
editorial in the March 16: number of the 
Townsman with its frank discussion of 
the temperance issue as it faces us at the 
present time in Massachasetts, 

I am sure you will be willing to grant 
still further space to the consideration 
of this problem, a problem of more im- 
portance to the people of our country 
than the railroad rate, the tariff, or the 
currency. 

If all the silver dollars coined since the 
Declaration of Independence were piled 
in one place, they would not pay the 
liquor bill of this nation for 1905, 

A commission of expert educators and 
scientists (not temperance cranks), who 
have recently finished a most exhaustive 
investigation of the whole liquor ques? 
tion, state that the drink habit is wholly 
responsible for 16 per cent, and largely 
responsible for 51 per cent of all the 
crime in our country. 46 percent of. the 


children in orphan asylums-are there be- | 


cause of the drink ev], and more than 
42 per cent of the male’ paupers in our 
almshouse are there because of intemper- 
ance. And yet we legalize the business 
for a consideration, and give it standing 
under the law. 

Having done this, having put the cloak 
of respectability on this outlaw traffic, 
the editorial says, ‘‘The citizen’s obliga- 
tion is to grant rights under that law.” 

But I want to emphasize the fact that 
the rights are already granted in the 
license under which the business is con- 
ducted, and the liquor dealer knows their 
limitations when he applies for. the 
license. 

What we, who are opposed to the 
liquor traffic, object to is the granting of 
Surther privileges to the liquor traffic. ... 

The question before the Massachusetts 
legislature is not, Shall the liquor dealer 
be protected in his rights, but, shall he 
be granted additiona! privileges? 

We concede the high personal charac- 
ter of the committee on liquor laws, but 
we must still judge them on this question 
by their fruits, by the bills they favorably 
report, which are as follows: 

First... Phe-bill relating. to-the-sale 
of liquor to minors as reported is so 
adroitly drawn that on its face it appears 
to be a temperance measure. But when 
you examine it carefully you find that it 
is wholly in the interest of the liquor- 

Under the present law the 


liquor-seller, where it belongs... The new 
bill puts it upon the buyer, makes: the 
purchase of liquor a misdemeanor punish- 
able by a fine of $ 100.00, and thus dis- 
qualifies the purchaser as a witness so 
that it is impossible to get testimony that 
will convict the liquor seller. 

Second. The screen law was in- 

tended to apply to bar-rooms. If it was 
so loosely drawn as to include aining- 
reoms and chambers in hotels, as is 
claimed, it ought to be amended so that 
such rooms shall be exempted from its 
provisions. 
“Third. The Abutters’ bill is an effort 
still further to entrench the liquor traf- 
fic. Under the present law there may 
be occasional cases of blackmail, but 
yery little definite information has been 
given on this point, not enough certainly 
to warrant the passage of a bill that will 
take from the abutters the right of-pro- 
test after two years except by recourse 
to.the courts. The evils of the new bill 
are worse.than those they seek to cure. 

Fourth. The last, and the worst of all 
the bills reported at this session, is the 
so called semi-colon bill, to extend the 
time for the sale of liquor in hotels to 
twelve o’clock midnight. The childish 
plea that the present law is due toa mis- 
take in punctuation has been exploded, 
and the. fact demonstrated that it 
clearly expresses the intention of its 
framers. It was intended to i1elieve the 
terrible conditions that prevailed in 
many hotels in connections with the 
social evil, conditions that could not 
even be named in this-paper. 

The bill limits its field of operations 
to hotels in cities of 45,000 or more in- 
habitants, and offers a subtle bribe to 
the voters (for a referendum is attached) 
of $250,00 extra license fee. 

The bill has received the backing of 
the Mayor of Boston, and some of the 
leading business:men who in their ef- 
forts to secure a “Bigger and Busier 
Boston” may lose the very elements that 
have made Boston great. 

This bill is the entering wedge. If 
the Touraine is given the privilege of 
entertaining wine parties from the 
Tremont theatre, why should not the 
Palm Garden be given the privilege of 
entertaining beer parties from the 
Palace theatre, one of the widest open 
doorways to hell in the city of Boston? 
These respectable business men would 
not favor granting the twelve o’clock 
privilege to the saloons, but if their bill 
passes, will they later, when the saloons 
demand the same privilege as one of 
their rights, which they will certainly 
do, join with the temperance people to 


oppose it? I tell you, no. That fight 
will be Jeft to the “intemperate temper- 
ance people.’’ 


In the past five. months I have visited 
the principal cities in sixteen states as 
far west as Kansas City and Minneapolis. 
I have had unusual opportunities to 
study the liquor problem in these cities. 
Everywhere, on the part of both tem- 
perance workers and city officials, I 
found a disposition to restrain and re- 
strict the liquor business in the interests 
of law and order. 

It was the question of holding the 
saloon in check that enabled the Anti- 
Saloon League, backed by the churches, 
to overcome a republican majority of 
235,000 in 1904 and elect a temperance 
democrat governor by a mojority of 
nearly 40,000 in Ohio Jast fall. In some 
cities the Liquor: interest. is so strong 
that it defies public sentiment, The 
Mayor of Kansas City. was reported to 
have said, after an attempt to keep the 
lid on the saloons on Sunday, “that God 
Almighty couldn’t close the saloons in 
Kansas City on Sunday, and that Jesus 
Christ if'he were here wouldn’t try.” 
If there isa power in our body politic 
today that’"God Almighty” can't con- 
trol, itis high time we were all made 
aware of that fact. 

We need to remember that in this 
liquor fight we are not contending with 
individuals, but with a great and power- 
ful organization, that controls most of 
the saloons. In one of the cities I 
visited,.a prominent railroad employee 
was active in the fight against the saloon. 
In a few weeks it was suggested to him 
that he had better withdraw from the 
campaign or resign his position. The

DEMETER-A MASK, 


The Annual Senior Play at Abbot Academy 
Presented Before a Large Audience 
in McKeen Memorial Building. 


Davis Hall, McKeen Memorial building 
was the scene of the annual play given 
by the senior class of Abbot Academy on 
Tuesday evening, and the select audience 
which greeted the actors at the raising 
of the curtain enjoyed one of the pretti- 
est plays that has ever been presented 
before an Andover audience. There 
were many townspeople present as well 
as students of Abbot and Phillips Acade- 
mies, and there was also a large delega- 
tion of members of the Abbot Academy 
club present from Boston 

The play was entitled ‘“ Demeter-A 
Mask” and is by Robert T. Bridges, 
with lyrics and incidental music by W. 
H. Hadow and it was the first time that 
it has been presented in the United 
States. ‘ 

The stage setting was beautiful, a large 
picture of a Greek sea and mountains 
forming a backgrotind was surrounded 
with a framework of pine boughs and 
the dark green was enlivened by the 
beautiful colors of violets, tulips, narcis- 
sus, roses, iris, jonquils and anemone, 
which adorned the stage. On either side 
of the stage, two large cedar trees stood 
out as sentinels in the Greek garden. 

Though all this pleased the eye, more 
beautiful still were the actors in their 
loose and flowing gowns, the garlands and 
wreaths that they carried, and the grace- 
ful dances ‘which they executed. The 
easy and free manner which character- 
ized them only added to the delightful 
effect and from beginning to end one 
mignt have though that he was beholding 
a pleasant dream. 

A synopsis of the play.follows: After 
the prologue by Hades the nymphs of the 
ocean dance into’ the mead, picking the 
flowers and filling their baskets with 
them. The mourning Demeter, dressed 
in blue; as required, appears and relates 
her stovy of the robbery of her child; and 
the series of pictures among the nymphs 
as they listen to her sad_tale and sing 
their mourning songs makes a truly 
emotional impression, and reminds one 
of the Pan-Athenaic procession. The 
restoration of Perseptone in her royal 
purple robes, (which are according to 
Greek rule, deep red), brings onto the 
stage a fine-toned harmony; and the 
climax of her coming marked by the re- 
joicing nymphs with their garlands as 
they dance and scatter the flowers about 
her, impresses one like the lightness of 
returning spring. The contrast between 
the grief of the Earth mother after the 
descent of Persephone into Hades, typi- 
fying the appearance of winter, and the 
rejoicing of the nymphs over the promise 
of the return of the fruitfulness of the 
earth, typifyicg spring, was well ex- 
pressed in the dramatic form.

In Nor- 
way works are now erected which will 
produce large amounts of nitrate of 
calcium for direct use as manure.

Midvale Armor Plate Successful. 

Reports of the recent official armor 
plate test at Indian Head indicate that 
the product of the Midvale Steel plant 
again has compared favorably with 
its competitor, the trust. Plates for 
the battleship Mississippi will be or- 
dered from the Philadelphia plant. 
This means thatthe great steel com- 
bine must lower its prices, absorb Mid- 
vale or retire from the field. The Mid- 
vale price to the government was $50 a 
ton cheaper. 

Big Bonfire of Coal Cars.

Anthracite Operators Say “No.” 

The committee representing the an- 
thracite operators, headed by George 
F. Baer of the Reading railroad, has 
rejected entirely *the demands of the 
mine workers as formulated by the 
committee headed by John Mitchell. 
The demands of the miners were for a 
written agreement for one year with 
the organization, the eight hour day, a 
uniform seale of wages throughout the 
anthracite regions, an increase of 10 
per cent to men 
working under 
contract and an 
additional 10 per 
cent to all men 
using safety 
lamps, the 
weighing of coal 
in all the mines 


with all pay- 
ments on the 
basis of 2,240 


pounds, the de- 
duction. by the 
owners of a.cer- 
tain percentage

tion. 

The operators make the counter pro- 
posal that the present method of doing 
business under the award of the strike 
commission shall be continued for a 
further term of three years from 
April 1. They say that neither them- 
selves nor the public can stand “these 
progressive and enormous increases in 
the production of anthracite coal, fol- 
lowed necessarily by increases in its 
price.” They stand “unalterably for 

e- open shop’ and decline to make 
any agreement with the mine workers 
as “an organization controlled by a ri- 
val industry’—namely, the bituminous 
coal industry. They insist that the 
shortening of the day. from ten hours 
to nine hours lias decreased the output 
of the mines and that consequently 
they cannot ‘agree to the eight hour 
proposition because it would lessen the 
return on capital invested. They say 
that ‘their employees are now paid 
high wages as compared with every 
like industry. in this or any other coun- 
try..

Federation to Support Miners.

Rockefeller Money For Boys. 

A representative of John D.° Rocke- 
teller has asked Judge Ben B. Lindsey 
of the Denver juvenile court to submit 
a plan for a national juvenile improve- 
ment association, for which a large 
sum of money is to be given to pay 
the expenses of organization. The 
special object will be to reach those 
children who are crowded together in 
the great cities and equip them for 
industrial efficiency and good citizen- 
ship. Judge Lindsey ‘has not yet an- 
nounced what cities will be included. 


Georgia Negroes’ Manifesto. 

Under ‘the leadership of Professor E. 
B. Dubois the Georgia Equal Rights 
association has been organized by rep- 
resentative negroes of that state. They 
have issued a statement of their griev- 
ances and shortcomings which has at- 
tracted attention for its calm, judicial 
tone. They ad- 
mit that they 
are “poor in 
wealth and 
habit,’’ that 
some of them 
are not fit for 
the ballot and 
that the sense 
of their short- 
comings is 
heavy upon 
them. Never- 
theless, in spite 
of the law’s 
cunning injus- 
tice and the 
smallness of 
their wages, they gradually saved until 
they now pay taxes on more than $18,- 
000,000 worth of property. They de- 
clare that a majority are fit for the 
ballot, and in any case disfranchise- 
ment will not increase their fitness. or 
settle the race problem. They ask for 
first and second class railroad cars in- 
stead of the Jim Crow plan.

Carnegie Backs Spelling. Reform. 

A new organization known as the 
simplified spelling board, of which Pro- 
fessor Brander Mathews of Columbia 
is the active head, has come into prom- 
inence through the promise of $15,000 
a year from Andrew Carnegie for its 
support. «Mr. Carnegie asked that at 
least twenty prominent writers should 
agree to adopt the proposed reforms 
before he would give anything. Over 
fifty prominent persons gave the nec- 
essaryepledge, and now the board is in 
full swing. It is the purpose to follow 
certain spellings proposed by the Na- 
tional Educational association and to 
confine itself chiefly to the dropping of 
silent letters.

Nelson Beats McGovern. 

In a six round pugilistic contest at 
Philadelphia Battling Nelson showed 
himself decidedly the superior of Terry 
McGovern. ; ; 
Accidents. 

It turned out that thé first accounts 
“of the colliery disaster at Courrieres, 
France, had not been exaggerated. On 
that fatal 10th of March terrific ex- 
plosions occurred in three of the pits, 
blowing out the cages-in the shafts and 
leaving 1,200 miners to a horrible death 
before help could reach them. The 
mines are the third-largest in France, 
covering an area of 14,000 acres. When 
the dead finally were reached many 
were burned beyond reeognition. The 
fierce resentment of the bereaved fam- 
ilies was kept in check only by the 
soldiery, and a general strike was talk- 
ed of. 

In the wreck of two freight ‘trains 
and a fast express on the B. and O. 
near Bloomdale, O., March 11, two 
persons were killed and fifteen injured. 

Passenger trains collided on the Bur- 
lington near Akron, Colo., causing the 
death of one and the injury of four. 

The freight steamship British King 
foundered March 11 700 miles east of 
Boston, when all but twenty-nine of 
her crew were rescued by passing lin- 
ers in the midst of a terrific storm. 
Captain O’Hagan, though among the 
rescued, died from his injuries before 
reaching. port. 

The collision of two passenger trains 
on the Denver and Rio Grande _rail- 
road near Florence, Colo., March 16, in 
a driving snow storm, caused the 
wreck of both trains. Fire started in 
the wreckage, adding to the horror of 
the situation. Early reports gave the 
number of killed as between forty and 
fifty. A mistake in train orders was 
said to be the cause of the collision. 

The Booth line steamship Cearense 
stranded in a storm on ‘Sea Island 
Beach, N. J., March 16, and her pas- 
sengers and créw were got ashore by 
the life saving crews only by the most 
herculean efforts.

THE FIRST MODERATOR. 


. Dr. William Dan Lamb was one of 
the instigators of the incorporation of 
the town of Lawrence and afterwards 
or citv of that, name. He was pres- 
ent and precided at, the first meeting 


of the town. and consequentiy was 
the original moderator of Lawrence. 
This was in 1847. .when the modest 
village had no mills, and was peopled 
by only 2000 inhabitants. With char- 
acteristic energy, he, with others, de- 
veloped the place. 

On the day that 
made a city. 
the school committee, board of health 
and other offices. During that same 
year there was a large amount of im- 
migration turning toward this state. 
and the dreaded “ship fever’ broke 
one. He took charge of the sufferers 
and at one time had 1700 under his 
supervision. Later, the friends of the 
afflicted persons presented him a 
handsome gold watch. 

Previous to the outbreak of the civil 
war, he started for Washington to see 
President Lincoln. He awoke ata 
hotel at the capitol to, hear the news 
oft the firing upon Fort Sumter. Then 
he hastened to the White House, and 
taking one of. his cards wrote at the 
bottom, “You have no office, which I 
Would accept. but I. wish to see you 
on matters of importance.’’ This was 
given. to: the President's secretary, 
who immediately carried it.to the ex- 
ecutive office. - Ithough there «were 
50 callers ahead“6f-Dr..Lamb, he was 
ushered immediately into the, presence 
of Abraham Lincoln. . 

Dr. Lamb glowed... with animation 
as he related recently to a reporter the 
aétails of that conversation. 

“What can I do for you?” said the 
President. 

“IT want to go to the front for 
soldiers,’ replied the dcotor. 
“What can you do?” was 

auestion. 

The doctor replied that he could do 
anything that anyone could do with a 
knife. 

-Inside a week Dr. Lamb was ap- 
pointed an assistant surgeon. He was 
given charge of the surgical depart- 
ment of McClellan's army, and was 
allowed to choose a number of his as- 
sistants, 17 of whom he took from 
Boston and vicinity. At one time he 
was assisted by 45 surgeons. 

After the return of the army 
Virginia. Dr .Lamb was sent for by 
the surgeon general, relative to the 
establishment of hospitals at Wash- 
ington. 

“How long before you can have one 
in operation?’”’ was asked. 

“L will investigate,” replied the doc- 
tor. 

With haste he interviewed the car- 
penter, who was in charge of a build- 
ing being erected for that purpose, 
and reported that he could have a 
certain number of wards by 2 p. m. 
and others by 6. He was given per- 
mission to order what was, necessary. 
Calling an assistant, or médical cadet, 
as he was termed, Dr. Lamb dictated 
the following order: “One iron bed- 
stead, two mattresses, two. pillows, six 
sheets.’”” He then said: “Multiply that 
order by 600."" Before night the hospi- 
tal was ready for work and several 
soldiers had been received. 

‘Dr. Lamb organized the Mt. Pleas- 
ant hospital in. Washington, which 
became permanent, and the Columbian 
hospital which existed only for the 
purposes of the war. 

The doctor remained at the army 
hospital ‘until -he -was. stricken with 
malaria, while performing an opera- 
tion. For a long time he was serious- 
ly ill: He returned to his home in Law- 
rence, . . 

The disease lurked in his system sr 
that in 1882_he was compelled to give 
up his practice. He removed to South- 
bridge. For 10 years he traveléd’ ex- 
tensively to regain his health.

brewWers are also great shippers, and the 
men who oppose them are marked mev. 
Business men and bankers tontributed 
to the funds for the campaign because 
they believed in the justice of the cause; 
but they made it a condition that their 
names should not be known, for they 
feared reprisal by the ‘iquor organiza- 
tion. 

Reference is made in the editorial to 
the pypoerisy of prohibition Maine. If 
hypocrisy consists in defiance of law 


then the license states and cities are in- | 


finitely greater hypocrites. They do 
not pretend to observe the law. They 
defy it tothe limit where an- outraged 
public sentiment makes itself heard, and 
then- they obey. I have the personal 
testimony of the Chief of Police in many 
of our leading cities on this point. They 
are also unanimous in their opinion that 
early closing is in the interest of law 
and order. 

The reason Why prohibition does not 
prohibit is pot so much the hypocrisy of 
the people, as the relentless spirit of tlie 
organized liquor. traffic, which, in de- 
fiance of law, forces its products into 
prohibition territory; controls — legis- 
lation so that protective laws cannot be 
passed, and with satanic cunning tries 
to circumyent the officers of the law in 
their efforts at law-enforcement. 

I am coming to believe that the great- 
est obstacle to a fair judgment on the 
liquor question by our citizens is the 
license fee. It is a bribe to the voter.- 
It is supposed to reduce taxes. But 
who that knows anything about the re- 
sults of the liquor traffic believes for a 
moment that a one thousand or two 
thousand dollar license fee balances the 
economic loss to the community caused 
by one saloon, without mentioning the 
ruin and wreck of manhood and woman- 
hood, and all the woe and misery that 
tlows from the open door of the saloon? 

I hope to. see the time when the sa- 
loon will be Judged by its fruits, and not 
by the amount of money it will pay for 
the privilege of doing its deadly work. 
When that day comes, tke saloon will go. 

I hope there will be still. further dis- 
cussion of this question in the Towns- 
man for what our citizens need is infor- 
mation, and they are getting it on one 
side only in our daily press.
